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New  York  Hospital 
Plans  Disaster  Unit 

The  New  York  Hospital  has  been 
requested  by  the  Cit\  authorities  to  make 
plans  for  what  is  knou  n  as  a  Disaster  Unit 
and  the  paper  orjjanization  is  no\v  well  under 
way.  This  involves  the  development  of  a 
system  for  carinjj  for  a  number  of  casualties 
both  at  the  scene  of  any  major  catastrophe 
and  at  the  hospital  which  might  reach  1,000 
or  more  in  the  first  twenty-four  hours.  Ap- 
palling as  this  may  sound  at  first,  careful 
study  indicates  that  it  can  be  done,  but  dem- 
onstrates clearly  that  in  such  an  event  the 
entire  personnel  of  the  institution  would 
have  to  be  mobilized  for  the  purpose.  Plans 
are  being  worked  out  in  great  detail  and 
eventually  everyone  connected  with  the  hos- 
pital will  receive  an  assignment  to  be  carried 
out  if  such  an  emergenc\  arises. 

Those  responsible  for  the  development 
of  the  plan  have  taken  as  their  model — 
modified  of  course  to  fit  the  circumstances 
— the  medical  service  at  the  front  in  the 
last  war  as  far  back  as  the  so-called  Evacu- 
ation hospitals.  Thus,  teams  of  doctors  and 
nurses  will  set  up  a  number  of  first  aid 
posts  at  the  scene  of  the  catastrophe  and 
from  these  the  injured  will  be  sent  to  the 
hospital.  The  serious  cases  will  be  conveyed 
in  ambulances  to  the  accident  pavilion  of  the 
hospital,  while  the  less  severely  injured — 
corresponding  to  the  "walking  wounded" — 
will  be  transported  by  taxicabs  to  the  out- 
patient admitting  floor.  In  the  accident 
ward  the  patients  will  be  sorted  and  as 
their  needs  require  will  be  sent  to  a  shock 
and  burn  ward,  to  X-ray,  to  the  operating 
room,  to  a  fracture  ward  or  to  the  pavilions. 
All  these  various  divisions  must  be  provided 
with  stafifs  of  doctors,  nurses  and  attendants, 
and  supplies  of  dressings,  blood  plasma,  etc. 
For  the  transportation  of  patients  in  the 
hospital,  scores  of  people  will  be  needed  to 
push  stretchers  and  help  in  transferring  the 
injured. 

Upon  notification  of  such  a  catastrophe, 
another  part  of  the  organization  will  pro- 
ceed to  evacuate  patients  from  the  surgical 
wards  and  to  set  up  temporary  cots  around 
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Annual  Report  for  1940 
Published  Recently 

The  New  York  Hospital's  annual  report, 
just  published,  shows  that  in  1940  it  cared 
for  the  largest  number  of  patients  in  its 
history,  extended  its  teaching  and  research 
programs  and  performed  a  number  of  spe- 
cial functions  requested  by  defense  author- 
ities. 

A  total  of  192,800  days  of  free  care  were 
given  to  needy  patients  during  1940  in  the 
hospital  pavilions. 

General  Hospital  Number  9  was  or- 
ganized at  the  request  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment, a  blood  plasma  clinic  was  established 
to  help  British  bombing  victims  and  a 
number  of  research  projects  started  on 
medical  problems  of  national  defense. 

"The  voluntary  hospital  todav  bears  a 
great  responsibility  in  our  defense  program, 
but  at  the  same  time  it  has  an  obligation 
beyond  that  of  its  participation  in  this  pre- 
paredness effort,"  Murray  Sargent,  Ad- 
ministrator-in-Chief,  said  in  the  report.  "It 
is  the  responsibility  of  meeting  changing 
needs  and  demands,  and  of  providing  care 
for  the  sick  under  new  conditions  and  on 
an  even  more  effective  and  far  reaching 
basis." 

In  presenting  the  report  William  Hard- 
ing Jackson,  President,  said  that  despite  the 
increase  in  free  care  the  hospital's  deficit  for 
1940,  amounting  to  $114,191.69,  was  the 
lowest  since  its  present  buildings  were 
opened  in  1932. 

Appropriation  Made  to  Expand 
Public  Health  Teaching 

An  appropriation  of  $600,000  was  re- 
ceived recently  from  the  Rockefeller  Foun- 
dation by  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege for  endowment  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Preventive  Medicine. 

The  endowment  will  enable  the  college 
to  expand  its  public  health  teaching  both 
for  medical  students  and  for  personnel  of 
the  City  Department  of  Public  Health, 
Dean  William  S.  Ladd  said.  In  cooperation 
with  the  city,  the  medical  college  operates 
the  Kips  Bav-Yorkville  Health  Center  at 
411  East  69th  Street.

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Co-operation  Held  Vital 
In  National  Emergency 

Now  that  our  national  state  of  partial 
emergency  has  become  one  of  full  emergen- 
cy, let's  stop  and  take  a  look  at  what  it  all 
means  to  us  here  in  the  hospital.  We  have 
seen  many  of  our  co-workers  called  into  ac- 
tive military  service  through  the  draft  and 
we  will  undoubtedly  see  many  more  called 
in  the  coming  year.

All  this  means  that  we  cannot  ex- 
pect to  fill  our  vacant  positions  as  readily  and 
rapidly  as  we  have  in  the  past.  This  in  turn 
means  that  any  of  us  may  be  called  on  for 
a  little  extra  to  cover  up  a  position  that  is 
temporarily  unfilled.  It  means  also  that  we 
shall  probably  be  using  women  instead  of 
men  wherever  possible.  Perhaps  you've  no- 
ticed some  of  our  bus-girls  in  the  cafeterias 
already. 

Whatever  happens  we  may  be  sure  of 
this;  defense  industries  may  come  and  go,

A  Visit  to  the  Theatre 
At  New  York  Hospital 

An  invitation  to  "watch  the  wheels  go 
round"  in  one  of  our  operating  rooms  was 
eagerly  accepted.  How  did  this  experience 
affect  us?  It  quickly  put  an  end  to  all  the 
romanticism  of  Dr.  Kildare's  movie  version. 
We  were  brought  down  to  plain  facts, 
which  gave  us  a  bigger  thrill. 

The  European  term  "theatre,"  meaning 
"scene  of  action"  seems  more  impressive 
than  the  American  term  "operating  room." 
Each  person  is  an  actor  with  his  or  her  own 
particular  role  to  play  and  the  "props," 
each  piece  of  equipment,  has  its  share  of  im- 
portance. 

From  the  beginning,  it  was  like  attend- 
ing a  play  at  the  theatre.  As  we  were  privi- 
leged to  have  front  row  seats  in  the  "bal- 
cony," we  were  dressed,  not  in  our  best  fin- 
ery, but  hygienically  clad  in  cap,  mask  and 
gown.  Looking  down  on  the  scene  of  action, 
our  ejes  rested  on  cool,  gray  toned  walls 
and  the  "stage,"  set  for  the  first  act  of  the 
"drama." 

All  mechanical  devices  had  been  tested 
before  the  signal  to  commence  was  given. 
Nothing  must  be  left  to  chance.  It  is  neces- 
sary to  act  quickly  and  quietly  with  the  ut- 
most precision  and  accuracy. 

Everything  was  in  readiness.  The  "char- 
acter," around  whom  this  drama  evolved, 
was  wheeled  in  from  the  anesthesia  room 
and  given  the  key  position  on  the  stage.  The 
leading  man  and  his  leading  lady  (surgeon 
and  scrub  nurse  to  us)  were  in  their  posi- 
tions —  the  spot  lights  in  place  and  the 
"drama"  was  about  to  begin. 

What  a  beautiful  sight  it  was  to  watch 
delicate  instruments  being  ably  and  accur- 
ately manipulated.  Right  through  to  the  fi- 
nal act,  a  difficult  brain  operation  was  per- 
formed with  precision  and  dexterity. 

Not  until  the  "stage"  had  been  cleared  of 
all  its  "props"  did  the  remaining  actors  re- 
lax and  eventually  admit  there  were  a  few- 
backaches  and  tired  feet.  How  quickly  those 
disappeared  when  the  call  came  to  set  the 
"stage"  for  an  emergency  operation. 

Such  a  tireless,  patient  cast  of  players 
well  deserve  all  the  credit  that  is  due  them.

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Nutrition  Conference 
Held  in  Washington 

On  May  26,  27  and  28  President  Roose- 
velt called  representatives  in  the  fields  of 
medicine  and  public  health,  social  w^ork, 
nursing,  home  economics  and  nutrition, 
agriculture,  education,  labor,  industry,  gov- 
ernment, and  community  organization  to  a 
National  Nutrition  Conference  in  Wash- 
ington. The  chairman  of  the  Conference 
was  Mr.  Paul  V.  McNutt,  and  its  purpose 
can  best  be  expressed  in  his  own  words: 

"The  purposes  of  this  conference,"  said 
Mr.  McNutt,  "are  to  report  on  the  present 
state  of  human  nutrition  in  the  United 
States  and  to  outline  the  efEects  of  inade- 
quate nutrition  on  the  health,  efficiency,  and 
morale  of  our  people.  The  Conference  will 
make  recommendations  to  the  President  for 
an  immediate  program  of  action. 

"In  this  time  of  national  emergency,  the 
health  of  all  the  people  is  one  of  our  gravest 
responsibilities.  Only  a  nation  of  healthy  peo- 
ple can  be  strong.  And  people  are  healthy 
only  if  they  are  adequately  fed.  How  well 
fed  is  America?  Not  well  enough,  not  near- 
ly well  enough  for  our  own  security."

The  Conference  was  well  attended,  and 
proved  stimulating  and  provocative.  Mon- 
day morning  aijd  evening  were  given  over 
to  general  sessions  of  the  whole  group,  with 
discussions  by  leaders  in  their  respective 
fields.  The  day  finished  with  a  broadcast 
speech  by  Vice-President  Wallace.  The  en- 
tire group  met  again  on  Tuesday  mornin<^. 
to  hear  further  discussion.  Monday  and 
Tuesday  afternoons  were  devoted  to  the 
meeting  of  small  Sections  to  consider  defin- 
ite aspects  of  nutrition  and  formulate  speci- 
fic recommendations  for  the  consideration 
of  all  the  delegates. 

The  recommendations  were  presented  on 
Wednesday,  and  discussed  freely  by  many 
of  the  representative  groups  present.  The 
meetings  ended  with  speeches  bv  Dr.  Tho- 
mas Parran,  Surgeon-General  of  the  U.  S. 
Public  Health  Service,  and  by  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Roosevelt. 

The  report  to  the  President,  headed 
"Recommendations  of  the  National  Nutri- 
tion Conference  for  Defense  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,"  urged  that  fuller 
use  be  made  of  our  knowledge  of  nutrition, 
that  more  widespread  education  of  profes- 
sional and  lay  groups  be  made  available, 
that  vigorous  and  con- 
tinued attack  on  the 
fundamental  problems 
of  unemplo3'ment,  inse- 
cure employment,  and 
rates  of  pay  inadequate 
to  maintain  an  Ameri- 
can standard  of  living 
be  maintained,  and  that 
encouragement  be  given 
in  all  practical  ways  to 
greater  production  by 
agriculture  of  the  foods 
needed  in  more  abun- 
dance. 

The  administration 
of  the  program,  it  is  ex- 
pected, will  be  put  in 
the  hands  of  a  body 
of  experts,  representing 
science,  industry  and 
government,  to  be  cre- 
ated soon  by  Executive 
order,  the  new  agency 
to  be  incorporated  in 
the  office  of  the  Coor- 
dinator of  Health,  Wel- 
fare and  Related  De- 
fense Activities,  headed 
by  Mr.  McNutt. 

In  closing  it  may  be 
well  to  remind  ourselves 
that  in  order  to  obtain 


a  diet  adequate  for  normal  nutrition,  the 
following  foods  must  be  included  daily: 

1  pint  of  milk 

1  egg 

1  serving  of  meat 

4  slices  of  whole  grain  bread,  or  3  slices 
of  whole  grain  bread  and  1  serving  of 
whole  grain  cereal 

2  servings  of  vegetables  besides  ootato. 
preferably  one  colored  vegetable  and 
one  raw  vegetable 

1  serving  of  fruit,  fresh  or  dried 

3  pats  of  butter 

Other  foods  to  make  up  the  total  calories 
needed  for  the  da)',  or  to  "fill  up"  on. 
These  would  be  additional  bread,  po- 
tatoes, sugar,  desserts,  fats,  etc. 
These  standards,  set  up  by  the  National 
Research  Council,  are  for  the  normal  adult. 
In  pregnancy,  during  the  nursing  period, 
and  in  childhood  they  need  to  be  raised  to 
a  higher  level,  to  provide  for  the  additional 
demands  made  upon  the  body.  Food  intake 
such  as  that  outlined  above  will  help  to 
maintain  good  health,  which  is  our  first  line 
of  defense  in  peace  as  well  as  in  war.

Miss 
Carolyn  Proctor,  soprano,  staff  nurse  on 
M2  Nursery,  was  the  artist  of  the  evening 
and  rendered  a  long  and  difficult  program 
with  skill  and  sj'mpathetic  understanding  of 
the  music.  With  Miss  Proctor  on  the  pro- 
gram were  Miss  Elena  Elia,  soprano,  and 
Mr.  Viliam  F.  Simek,  violinist,  who  made 
his  Town  Hall  debut  this  year  in  Aoril.

On 
sis   of  past   experience   they  will  rec- 
eive under   the  new  plan  more  than 
2,000  days  free  hospitalization  a 
year.       Among   tne   outstanding  advant- 
ages  of    the  plan  are  that   it  will  pro- 
tect  employees  when  they  are   out  of 
the   city  and   cannot  be  hospitalized 
at  The  New  YoriC  Hospital,    and  that  by 
having  their   individual  memberships 
paid,    it  will   be  more   economical  for 
them   to   obtain  this  protection  for 
their  families. 

Details   of    the  new  arrangement, 
undertaken  by   the  hospital   at  consid- 
erable annual   cost  for   the  benefit  of 
employees,    were   outlined  by  Mr.  Sar- 
gent  as  follows:

Effective  July  eligible 
employees   who   are  at  present  subscri- 
bers  to   the  A.H.S.   Plan  will  receive 
a  credit   of   80^  per  month  regardless 
of   the   type   of   contract  held.

A  questionaire  will   be   sent  to 
every  eligible  employee.      It  should
